Sarah and her family (pictured 
above) told the Council that clean 
streets really matter. 

Sarah said: “I think it is really 
important to have clean streets 
and green spaces that everyone 
can enjoy. It can affect your whole 
wellbeing if the place you live in is 
dirty and there are no clean spaces 
for children to play and nowhere 
for people to enjoy.” 

We know that the majority of 
our residents care about clean 
streets, and we are continuing our 
crackdown on enviro-crime. 


Just some of the work we have 
done in this area includes clearing 
more than 2,000 dirty front gardens 
since October 2010, receiving our 
lowest ever number of fly-tipping 
reports in December 2010, as well 
as prosecuting 130 enviro-crime 
offenders and taking thousands 
of enforcement actions since the 
campaign began in 2009. 

We are also looking to improve 
street cleansing and recycling in 
the next year, and have made a 
promise to continue with weekly 
bin collections for at least the 
next three years. 


In 2011-12 we are 
spending more 
on your priorities, 
including: 

• £500,000 extra per 
year to pay for more 
street cleaning 

• £165,000 extra per 
year to clear up 
dirty front gardens 

• £200,000 extra per 
year for recycling

In the last issue of Waltham 
Forest News you will have 
read about the 2011 Census, 
which takes place on Sunday 
27 March. 

The Office for National 
Statistics (ONS) will send a 
census questionnaire to every 
home in the borough and it is 
your duty to fill in the form and 
send it back. 

Waltham Forest Council relies 
on census population statistics 
to get the government funding 
needed to provide services like 
schools, refuse and recycling, 
roads, leisure facilities and much 
more. How much money the 
Council gets is directly related 
to how many people the census 
says live in our area. For every 
person that does not respond the 
Council could lose up to £500 
per year in funding. 

The Council has just set its 
budget for 2011-12, and has 
to make savings of at least £65 
million over the next four years. 
Every Council service will be 
affected in some way. You can 
read more about the budget on 
page two and three. 

Not responding to the census 
could mean even less money for 
services in the future and make 
a very real difference to people’s 
lives. That’s why everyone has to 
take part and it is essential that 
you respond.

I In our continuingly

Council agrees budget 


• Council makes big savings to deal with government funding cuts and 
other financial pressures 


• No council tax increase and extra cash for services residents say are 
most important to them

• The Council is saving £1.1 million in the cost of senior mangers. 

• Councillors’ pay has been cut by 5%. 

• Council staff have had their pay frozen. 

• The Chief Executive’s salary has been cut by 10%. 

• The Council is sharing services with other councils to save money. 

Extra investments include: 

• £500,000 more for cleaner streets, 

• £500,000 to buy extra permanent police officers, 

• £350,000 for anti-gangs work, 

• £165,000 to clear up dirty front gardens, 

• £200,000 extra per year to open schools for summer activities. 


One of the toughest 
budgets in the history of 
Waltham Forest has been 
agreed by the Council. 

A package of savings was 
agreed at a meeting of the 
full Council on Tuesday 8 
March. It will help save £65 
million over the next four years 
to deal with the impact of 
significant cuts in government 
funding and other financial 
pressures like inflation and the 
increasing cost of caring for 
the older population. 

While the Council has 
agreed to keep Council Tax 
at its current level for the next 


year, and there has been 
investment in areas residents 
said were their priorities, the 
savings will affect every aspect 
of the Council’s operations. 

Some services will stop 
while others will be reduced. 
Around 470 Council jobs will 
be lost in the next two years.

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Maintaining services 


• Council will safeguard vital services despite funding cuts 

• Budget focuses on protecting the most vulnerable people 


Despite having to find 
savings of over £65 million 
over the next four years 
Waltham Forest Council 
is protecting the most 
vulnerable members of 
society in its budget. 

There will be big changes 
to the way many services are 
being provided with some 
being stopped altogether 


and others significantly 
scaled down. 

Because of the 
unprecedented scale of 
the cuts the council asked 
residents for their views in the 
Make it Count conversation 
launched in October 2010. 
Local people where asked 
what services they thought the 
Council should spend money 


on and how it should save 
£65 million. 

The results showed that 
residents’ top priorities are 
community safety, clean 
streets and making sure that 
every penny of Council money 
is spent wisely. These priorities 
are reflected in the investments 
made in the budget and in the 
decisions made about where 


to save money. 

Waltham Forest Council 
Leader, Cllr Chris Robbins, 
told Waltham Forest News: 
“We’re being forced to make 
some really tough decisions 
and we asked residents to 
tell us what their priorities 
were so we could protect the 
services people said are most 
important to them. 

“But the truth is we’re had 
to look at extensive savings 
across all services and take 
decisions on where our limited 
money can be spent. 

“Although in social care we 
have been able to save money 
by changing the way we deliver 
services, the severity of these 
cuts means we have been 
forced to focus our resources 
on our most vulnerable 
children and adults." 

One example of the way the 
council is providing services 
in a new way is the Youth 
Support Service. 

In future, Waltham Forest 
will provide a number activities 
for young people through 
a range of organisations in 
the borough. In addition, the 
Council will ensure that the 
most vulnerable young people 
are provided with supportive 
services. 

A new programme will 
invest £650,000 a year in 
activities for these children 
and the voluntary sector will 
be asked to provide targeted 
services for groups including 
disabled children, those in 
care, teenage parents and 
young people not in education, 
training or employment. 

Other young people will be 
able to access leisure facilities 
during the summer holidays 
when schools open their 
doors. A further £150,000 has 
been set aside for activities 
for young people this year.

Leader’s view 


Cllr Chris Robbins

This month 
Waltham 
Forest Council 
reluctantly 
agreed a budget 
containing the 
biggest package 
of savings 
we’ve ever had 
to introduce in 
Waltham Forest. 

Massive cuts in funding and increasing financial 
pressure mean that Waltham Forest must make 
savings of £28.9million next year and another 
£16 million the year after. 

These cuts are going to affect all areas of the Council 
and I’m not going to pretend they won’t hurt. Some 
really valued services will have to change or end and 
council workers are going to lose their jobs. 

There has been talk of the Council refusing to set a 
legal budget. Even though I and my colleagues believe 
that the government’s cuts are too deep and too quick, 
we had to deliver them as responsibly as possible and 
set a legal budget or we ran the risk of the government 
coming to Waltham Forest and setting a budget for us. 

Nobody wanted that to happen because we wanted 
to protect the services residents value the most. While 
we have had to pass on some of the toughest cuts 
ever, we will continue to invest money in services you 
have told us are most important - like buying extra police 
officers, opening schools for the summer and paying for 
more street cleaners. 

Not only are we facing a massive cut in government 
funding but we’ve also got to deal with inflation, the 
growing bill for caring for older residents and increases 
in taxes we have to pay. 

We are doing our bit to lower costs by cutting the 
numbers of senior managers at the Council and saving 
£500,000 a year for the next four years by reducing 
Councillors’ allowances and support. 

But most of the Council’s budget is spent on social 
care for children and adults - not back office staff or senior 
managers’ pay, so in every area we are trying to be more 
efficient rather than target front line services. 

We’re saving as much money as we can by sharing 
services with other Councils, but unfortunately the cuts 
will still have an effect on the whole community with 
some services stopped and other reduced or done 
differently. 

Where we have to cut services we will ensure the 
money we spend is focussed on the priorities you have 
said are most important.

So far ten chewing gum and 
cigarette butt bins have been paid for by Kier Street Services as 
part of the ‘Wiping out enviro-crime’ campaign, in an attempt to 
reduce the amount of chewing gum and cigarette butts dropped 
on the borough’s streets. The bins are attached to lampposts 
which makes it even easier to dispose of your gum once you’re 
done with it. Chewing gum that is stuck to pavements is incredibly 
difficult to remove, requiring the use of a purpose built machine 
and trained operators to get rid of the sticky menace.

• Project gives teenagers with ongoing health conditions 
the chance to talk about issues that affect them 

• Young people from Waltham Forest urged to sign up 


Teenagers with serious 
long-term health 
conditions are being 
encouraged to take part 
in free workshops which 
help them learn new skills 
and talk through their 
concerns. 

The free ‘Staying Positive’ 
workshops for teenagers 
living with health conditions 
like asthma, epilepsy, 
diabetes, ME, Cerebral 
Palsy and Sickle Cell 
Disorder are now running 
in Waltham Forest. 

They give young people 
the chance to learn new 
skills such as African 
drumming, clay modelling 
or T-shirt printing and help 
them learn how to get the 
most out of their lives. They 
also offer the opportunity to 
meet other people who have 
similar experiences. 

Workshops cover issues 
teenagers said they wanted 
to talk about such as 
relationships, socialising, 


brothers and sisters, 
dealing with medication 
and treatment, school and 
careers, exercising safely, 
feeling low and down, 
bullying and preparing to 
move from child to adult 
services. 

John Smith*, 17, from 
Chingford, was diagnosed 
with Non Hodgkins 
Lymphoma at the age of 
nine. He told Waltham Forest 
News: “Living with a long 
term illness can be isolating 
and depressing. When you 
are ill you might not be able 
to do everything that your 
friends can and this makes 
you feel left out. 

“Being ill could also mean 
that young people don’t get 
the same education that 
others get and this could 
affect them when they have 
to take exams. 

“This project helps 
teenagers and young adults 
like me by giving them a 
confidence boost and that 


helps them make more 
friends which makes their 
parents happier and make a 
happier environment to live-in 
which helps in many ways.” 

Workshops for 12-18 year 
olds will run on Saturday 
16 April between 11am-

• Blues jam night showcases local musicians and singers 

• Organisers say Coach and Horses Blues Jam is the “friendliest jam night in town” 


Getting the blues doesn’t 
necessarily have to be a 
bad thing - as punters 
at one Leyton pub 
can vouch. 

The Coach and Horses 
(391 High Road Leyton, 

E10 5NA) has hosted a 
popular blues jam night on 
Wednesday evenings for the 
past two years. 

The jam is one of the 
longest-running events of 
its type in London, having 
entertained the capital’s 
blues fans and musicians 
for eight years. The jam 
was previously held at The 
Heathcoate pub. 

The evening features all 
manner of musicians and 
singers, many of whom 
have been put together 
into ad-hoc bands on the 
night. Admission is just 
£1 for jammers and £2 
for audience members. 

Vera Duggan, who 


organises the nights with 
husband Terry, told Waltham 
Forest News: “People are 
so friendly and supportive of 
each other at the jam. If you 
like blues music, you should 
come along. New people are 
made very welcome and we 
look after them. 

“It has gone from strength 
to strength and now we think 
it is one of the best blues 
nights going. We always 
have a house band that do 
about 20 minutes on stage 
and from then on it’s people 
who turn up wanting to jam. 
We usually have between 
18 and 25 musicians turn 
up on the night.” 

The jam night was first 
established in 2003 by the 
late Ray Bartrip, a popular 
musician on the Essex blues 
scene, and his wife Sue, 
who approached Terry and 
Vera for help in running the 
new venture. 


The house band was first 
made up of Terry on bass 
guitar, Ray on Hammond- 
player, saxophonist Pete 
Bull and Reg Patten on 
Drums. They decided against 
having a singer in favour of 
guest artists - a tradition 
they still retain. 

The night relocated to the 
Coach and Horses in 2008 
and is going from strength 
the strength. As well as 
the weekly jam there is an 
annual Christmas party and 
birthday party in May and 
fundraising events for the 
wider community. 

Vera said: “We are an 
important part of the blues 
scene in London because 
we were the first to become 
established. We give new 
musicians the chance to 
show what they can do. 

“We do a lot of things for 
the community and we’re 
very keen to get as many 


people down as possible 
and see what we do. 

”Our musicians are superb, 
they are really good, some 
come to the night in bands 
and some come to meet 
new people and form bands 
and that helps create a 
great atmosphere.” 

The reputation of the night 
is such that performers have 
come from as far afield as 
the USA, Canada, Germany, 
Italy, Russia and Japan. 

Vera and Terry now hope 
to build further on their 
success and continue to 
provide a fun packed 
night of blues music to 
the whole community.

Improving safety 


Safety is one of your top priorities, 
so we are continuing to pay for 
the ten additional police officers 
we put in place a few years ago, 
as well as giving the Metropolitan 
Police £500,000 per year to 
secure 16 extra police officers 
for the borough. 

We are also investing £350,000 
per year in an innovative new 
anti-gang scheme. 

Our gang work will focus on 
preventing young people being 
drawn into gang life, and on 
helping the police clamp down 
hard on those involved. 

This work will bring together experts 
from the Council, the police and the 
local community in order to combat 
the root causes of gang activity as 


well as those involved 
in gang life. We will 
be working not only with 
gang members, but also 
their families to tackle 
their specific issues. 

In addition to this we 
will support the police 
in their work to crack 
down on crime and 
bring offenders to justice. 


Having highlighted the 
shortfall of permanent 
police officers in the 
borough we will continue to 
fight for a fair deal for 
our residents and support 
our hard-working local 
police as they do their 
best to make Waltham 
Forest a safer place.

the most vulnerable 


Protecting 

We will continue to provide the 
borough’s vulnerable residents with 
the services and support they need. 
Almost two thirds of the Council’s 
budget is spent on social care for 
children and adults. 

We have put an extra £5million 
per year into the adult social care 


budget to help cope with the 
increasing demand for social care 
services for our ageing population 
to help meet their growing needs. 

Given our financial situation 
savings from social care budgets 
are unavoidable, but where we can 
we are delivering services differently 
and taking them back to basics 
so that the most vulnerable still 
get the help they need. 

For example, our youth support 
service will become more targeted 
so that it concentrates on helping 
the most vulnerable young people 
in the borough. 

We are also making some general 


investments in this area with an extra 
£150,000 per year to provide free 
activities for under 17’s and over 60’s, 
and £200,000 per year to expand on 
school activities over the summer. 

Waltham Forest also recently took 
the Government to court about 
their decision to scrap over £275 
million of planned investment in 
secondary schools. Our challenge 
was successful, but the Minister of 
Education still may decide not to 
go ahead with the much needed 
improvements. We will keep you 
updated on our continued work 
to secure the funding.

Making every penny count 


We know it has never been more 
important to make sure every 
penny of Council money is spent 
wisely. We have already reviewed 
our support services and reduced 
them by 50 per cent, as well as 


looking at staff pay and councillors 
allowances. 

Recent saving schemes include 
launching a review of staff terms 
and conditions to save £3-4million 
over the next two years, as well 


as having discussions with other 
councils to share services.

Your savings ideas

Why can’t you reduce the number of 
managers in the Council, reduce staff 
pay and reduce councillor allowances? 

So far the number of Cabinet members 
has reduced from ten members to 
eight, councillors’ pay has been cut by 
five per cent - saving £372,000 and we 
have reduced the salary of the Chief 
Executive by ten per cent. Council 
staff have had their pay frozen and 
£1.1 million is being saved on the cost 
of senior managers. 


Turn off the fountain outside the 
Town Hall 

We also thought this was an idea worth 
investigating, however we discovered 
the costs to make the fountain 
safe would offset any savings from 
switching it off. 

Negotiate lower running costs for 
legal, financial and utility services 

We are investigating ways of securing 
best value for our energy contracts, and 
there is potential for new contractual 
arrangements in October 2011. We 
are also investigating sharing legal 
services with Haringey Council.

The Council’s budget 


The Council’s budget 2011-12 

In order to set a legal budget, savings 
of £29million have been agreed for 
2011 -12; however council tax for 
2011-12 will remain the same. 
Savings worth £16million in 2012-13 
have also been agreed. 

The savings will mostly be achieved 
by delivering services differently, being 
more efficient and working with other 
councils, but in some cases it will 
mean stopping services altogether. 

Where we have had to cut services 
we have made sure that the money 


we continue to spend is focussed 
on the things residents have told 
us are most important. 

The Council is also facing the same 
pressures as residents, with rising 
costs and inflation, low interest rates 
and changes to the tax system all 
reducing the budget we have available. 

Despite these challenges an extra 
£2million per year will be invested 
into services that residents tell us 
are important, along with £5million 
into adult social care. 

The Council budget was agreed on 


We will continue to talk directly to 
you about the challenges we face.
